It means obsessing 
about problems or situations instead of moving into action. The problem with rumination is that it 

can lead to anxiety and depression while the problem remains unsolved or may even get 
worse.

The T- 
shirts are then hung on clotheslines on campus for display. There 
will also be a table with educational material on types of abuse, 
consequences of violence, and prevention.
